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ROGER CHEW WEIGHTMAN 

Printer of the original edition 
of this volume 

Ro^ Chew Weightman was bam in Alexandria, 
Virginia on January 18» 1787. In 1801 he became an 
apprentice printer in the printery of Way and Groff » and after 
a Aon stay he joined the printing firm of William Duane 
where he woriccd as a printer until 1807. After his departure 
from Duane, he set up as a bookseller and printer, and the 
business prospered until 1824. 

An ardent Republican, he was very active in political and 
dvil affairs. He was a member of the Common Council in 
Washington from 1812 to 1814 and again in 1820. He also 
served as Alderman from 1812 to 1823. He was Mayor of 
Washington from 1824 to 1827. 

During the second war with Great Britain he was a cavalry 
officer and subsequently became a Major General in the 
Distria of Columbia militia. 

He held the post of chief clerk at the United States Patent 
Office (1851-1853) and served as Patent Office Librarian 
(1834-1853). He commanded the troops that were quartered 
in that building during the Civil War.

Printer of the original edition of the 

Executive Proceedings of the Senate

Duff Green was born in Woodford County, 
Kentucky, in 1791. He prospered as a land speculator, 
merchant, and lawyer in Missouri. In 1825 he moved to 
Washington and purchased and edited the United 
States Telegraph. 

In 1828 he was designated to print the Journal of the 
Executive Proceedings of the Senate "from the 
Commencement of the First, to the termination of the 
Nineteenth Congress." 

Duff Green wielded great influence in Democratic 
circles, and became a member of Andrew Jackson's 
"Kitchen Cabinet." He supported J. C. Calhoun in his 
split with Jackson; in 18S2 he backed Henry Qay and 
thereafter stood with the Whigs. He supported the 
Confederacy in the Civil War, and in the post-bellum 
years he strove strenuously to raise capital for the 
revival of the South's economy. He died in Georgia in 
1875.

The first session of the thirteenth Com 
gress commenced this day at the City of Wash- 
ington, conformably to the act passed the 27th 
February last, entitled ^ An act to alter the 
time for the next meeting of Congress,'' and the 
Senate assembled.

the honorable Chailt^s Cutts, appointed a Se- 
nator by the executive of the state of Ncur 
Hampshire, to fill the vacancy in the iTprc- 
sentation in the Senate, from that btate, dur* 
ing the present recess of the legislature of the 
said state; the honorable David Daggett, ap- 
pointed a Senator by the legislature of the state 
of Connecticut, in place of the honorable 
Chauncy Goodrich resigned; the honorable 
Jeremiah Morrow, appointed a Senator by the 
l^islature of the state of Ohio, for the term of 
six years, commencing on the fourth day of 
March last; the honorable David Stone, ap* 
pointed a Senator by the legislature of the state 
of North Carolina, for the term of six j^ears^ 
commencing on the fourth &dy of Mai-ch last; 
and the honorable Charles Tait, appointed a 
Senator by the legislature of the state of Georgia, 
for the term of six, years, commencing on the 
fourth day of March last, respectively produced 
Ihcir credentials^ which were read; and the oath 
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prescribed by laiv, was administered to tbenip 
and they took their scats in the Senate. 

The oath was also administered to the hono- 
rable John Gaillardy and the honorable Abner 
Lacock, their credentials having been read and 
filed during the last session. 

llie Vice-President exhibited a certificate of 
his having taken the oath ofoflTice prescribed by 
law, which wasnrad; and he adrcssedthe Senate 
as follows: 
Centlanen of the Senate^ 

OUR fcKow citizens in the free exercise 
of their constitutional autliority, having been 
pleased to lionor the jicrson addressing you, 
with this distinguished btation, have inferred on 
him an indispensable obligation to meet their 
just expectations. To attain this dcsii-able ob* 
jcct, and to preside over this honorable body 
in conformity to their magnanimity anddignity, 
which at all times have t>ecn conspicuous, will 
be his |)riinary pursuit. Whilst the constitution 
has invested him with legislative and executive 
powers, in cas<*s only that are casual, to the de- 
cisions of these, it has attached a great respona* 
bility; in anticipating which, and his other dti* 
ties, he has the pleasing prospect of reposing on 
your liberality and candor. Ikit, if in this 
high and inlluential branch of the government, 
such unanimity should pa*vail as to decide for 
thcmsehc-s every quotion of policy, the exam- 
ple will still h;cjxase their ki^re, and add to his 
happiness. 
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It is a subject of cordial congratulation, that 
the liberties of the people in so great a deginee 
rest on that wisdom and fortitude, which mark 
the characters of the exalted personage who filb 
the supreme executive, of the dignified mcmr 
bers who constitute* the national legislature^ and 
of the eminent uflicers who direct the ministerial 
departments — Public virtues, emulated by fiew 
governments, need no encomiums. Fidelity and 
integrity unsubdued by the severest ordeals and 
presaging to public calamities a favorable issoc^ 
will be ever held in high estimation; .whilst. a 
government, scrupulously faithful to its trusty 
and measures which merits the highest applause 
have a just claim to the public support. 

The present epoch is momentous, and leads 
to observations which would not occur on ofdi- 
nary occasions. 

Our country is again involved in a sanguinaiy 
conflict, the issue of which, in the estimation of 
the enemy, is to determine whether the repub^ 
lican system adopted by the people is. imbecile 
and transient, or whether it has force and dura* 
tion worthy of the enterprise. That it can 
never fail whilst they arc true to their interest; 
is beyond doubt And is it not equally so, that 
they will never desert the government of thdr 
choice, or attach themselves to a foreign donu« 
nation, from whicli, under the benign smiles of 
Divine Providence^ they have lately by tbdr 
own valor emanci|iated themselves? Can CA^ 
need ai^guments to convince them, that in pro- 
portion to the purity of republican government^ 
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have ever been the reproaches and efforts for 
overthrowing tlicm, by imperious sovereigns 
who once ruled them? 

^ To divide and to conquer^'' have long been 
the objects of the enemy. He has presumed on 
his own arts; and on impotency in our system 
of governments; but in both instances he will 
be convinced of his error. The people and con-^ 
stitutcd authorities of the several states, those 
great pillat^ of our confederate system, numerous 
as they are, and inevitably discordant in some 
of their interests, have evinced in various waySy 
a firm determination to support it. The interior 
frontier states, where the territorial war com- 
menced and continues, assailed b^' innumerable 
dlfTiculties, have surmounted them, and by their 
unanimity and spartan valur are establishing 
for themselves immortal honor. Through the 
extensive wilds of our military operations, some 
of these, as in all wars, have been successful, and 
others unfortimate. But to whatever causes 
the latter may be traced, they never can be im- 
puted to those hcrioc officers or privates of the 
army or of the militia, who have bravely com- 
batted the enemy; and of whom, some have 
been crowned with laui-els, others have submit- 
ted to irresistible misfortunes* and many have 
nobly fallen, enshrined with glory. The Jilan- 
tic states have repelled with magnanimity mari- 
time invasions, and have also given proofs of 
their patriotic ardor, by conquests on the ocean. 
Their entei-piiscs and victories have been sources 
of national triumph and renown* Are not our 
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officers and mariners, in naval combats, unri* 
vailed by fame? Have they not presented infal- 
lible sureties for signnlising themselves on great 
occasions? How vain then is the hope of dhiskm 
or conquestJ Does the enemy expect, by burning 
defenceless towns and villages, to promote his 
views? Such conduct may entail on the nation 
which sanctions it eternal infamy, but can never 
subdue the elevated souls of our brave fellow 
citizens; or even depress the sublime minds of 
our innocent fair, the ornaments of our coun- 
try, who amidst the unmerited distresses inr 
flicted on them and their tender offspring by a 
merciless foe, will soar above sympathy, and 
claim the just tribute of universal admiration 
and applause. 

Whilst the executive, in the full exercise of its 
authority is left to test the sincerity of pacific 
overtures, it is a happ^^ circumstance, that the 
United States, at all tim.es desirous of an hono- 
rable peace, and superintended by an officer 
whose capacious mind embraces, and whose 
patriotic fortitude will pursue every interest of 
his country, thus meet with ardor an indispeh^ 
sable war. Is not their power a pledge that 
they can^ and their sacred honor that they will 
with intrepidity maintain the conflict? They 
demand justice, and can they relinquish it, withr 
out a surrender of their sovereignty? 

Great Britain is in collision with her best cuy- 
tomers, and once her commercial friends, who 
had viewed peace as a mutual blessing; and wha 

b 
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by their moderation had preserved it, until ne- 
cessity has pointed to a different line of conduct. 
They had annually sent to her their productions 
and specie to a vast amount; had thus employed 
her mechanics, purchased her manufactures, 
extended her commeixe, and become a great 
source of her national wealth. Hence her zea- 
lous and persevering opposition to their com- 
mercial restraints, representing (in high strains) 
their great injury to this country; but preserving 
silence on a most important point, their destruc- 
tive effects on her own manufactures and com- 
merce. 

The United States are now her enemy; and 
is it not easy to foresee, that if the war should 
continue, the Canadas will be rendered inde* 
pendent of her; and as friends or allies to the 
United States, will no longer be instrumental 
in exciting an unrelenting and savage warfare 
against our extensive and defenceless borders? 
To such inhuman acts, in former times, were 
the Canadians urged by France in her Albion 
wars; and by our colonial sud Great Britain ob- 
tained jurisdiction over them. Sht in turn has 
abused this power, and has justified the United 
States in their efforts to divest her of it. And 
is it not their energy adequate to the object? 
Will not this be evident by a view of their ef- 
fective, national, and state governments? of their 
great and increasing resources? of the uncon* 
quered minds and formidable numbers of their 
citizens? of their martial spirit? of their innate 
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attachment to their rights and liberties? and of 
their inflexible determination to preserve them? 
But if any one still doubts, will he not recollect 
that at the commencement of our revolutionarjr 
war, which terminated against her, the united 
colonies had not a third of thdr present populs* 
tion; nor arms or military stores for a niggle 
campaign; nor an efiictent arrangement for war* 
fare; nor specie in their treasuries; nor fundi 
for emitting a paper currency; nor a national 
government; nor (excepting two instances) state 
governments; nor the knowledge either of mifi- 
tary or of naval tactics? Will he not also re- 
member, that Great Britain was then in the 
zenith of her power, that neighboring nations 
tremble at her nod, that the colonies were un« 
der her control, that her crown officers opposed 
every mean for resisting her, excited amongik 
the colonial governments (over which they 
presided) unfounded jealousies of each other^ 
and embarrassed every measure for their union^ 
that she was loaded with less than a fifth of her 
present national debt, that she was then at peace 
with all the worlds and that she is now at war 
with a greater part of Euiope, a^ well as with 
the United States? If Great Britain herself re- 
flects on these thmgs, will she not relinqui:»h her 
vain attempts to awe the citizens of the United 
States, by exaggerated statements of her military 
and naval power, or by delusive views of their 
unprepared state for a war, of the great expense 
of it; and of the difficulties they are to encoun- 
ter, in defence of all that is valuable to mai^ 
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If in lieu of finjitless .titifices, she will make rar 
tional and equitable arranij^ements, which the 
8fovcrnmei»t of the United States have been al- 
Wiiys ready to meet, can there be a doubt that 
the two nations wil! be speedily restored to thw 
wonted frientlsliip and commerce? 

Your fellow citizen, with sensations which 
can more easily be conceived than expressed^ 
perceives that there are in the government, many 
of his former friends and compatriots, with 
whom he has often co-operated in the perilous 
concerns of his country; and with unfeigned 
pleasure he will meet the other public func- 
tionaries, whose acknowledged abilities and pub* 
lie seiTices in like manner claims his high con- 
sideration and respect With a sacred regard to * 
the rights of every department and officer of gor 
vernment, and with a i*espectful deference to 
their political principles and opinions, be has 
frankly declared his own; for to have concealed 
them at a crisis like this might have savoured too 
much of a deficiency of candor. 

And may that Omnipotent Being, who with 
infinite wisdom and justice superintends the des- 
tinies of nations, confirm the heroic patriotism 
which has glowed in the breasts of the national 
rulers, and convince the enem^', that whilst a 
disposition to peace, on equitable and honorable 
terms, will evtr prevail in their public councilsi 
one spirit animated by the love of country, will 
inspii^e every department of the national govcra* 
meiit £. GERRY.

The following uritten message was received 
from the President of the United States, by Mr. 
Graham: 

Fellow Citizens of the Senate 

mil of tilt House of Representatives* 
AT an . early day after the close of the 
last session of Congress, an offer was formally 
communicated from his Imperial Majesty the 
Emperor of Russia, of his mediation, as the com- 
mon friend of the United States and Great Bri- 
tain, for the purpose of facilitating a peace be- 
tween them. The high character of the Empe- 
ror Alexander being a satisfactory pledge for 
the sincerity and impartiality of his offer, it was 
immediately accepted; and as a further proof of 
the disposition on the part of the United States 
to meet their adversary in honorable experi* 
ments for terminating the war, it was determin- 
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ed to aroid intenaecfiate de\Bj% ineidciht tdr ltw 
distance or the parties, by s definitive provisitfii 
for the contemplated negotiation, ^thnt of our 
eminent citizens were accor^ngly contmisnoned^ 
with the requisite powers, to conclude a treaty 
of peace with persons clothed with like powerif 
on the part of Great Britain. They are autho^ 
rised also to enter into such cdnventiohal rq^ulu^ 
tions of the commerce between the two couor 
tries, as may be mutually adviintageous. TMr 
two envoys who were in the United States at 
the time of their appointment, have proceeded 
to join their colleague already at St. Petersburg. 

The envoys have received another comifiis^ 
sion authorising theni to conclude with Rus^a H 
treaty of commerce, with a ^ew to strengthen 
the amicable relations, and improve the benefr* 
cial intercourse between the two countries. 

The issue of this friendly interposition of thi 
Russian Emperor, and this pacific manifestatidfli 
on the part of the United States, time only can 
decide. That tht sentiments of Great BritoA 
towards that sovereign will have produced an 
acceptance of his offered mediation, must be pre- 
sumed. That no adequate motives exist fo 
prefer a continuance of war with thie United 
States, to the terms on which they are willing to 
close it, is certain. The British cabinet also 
must be sensible that, with respect to the impor*' 
tant question of impressment, on Which the^ 
War so essentially turns, a search for, of sei- 
zure of, British persons or property Oik board 
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neotral fessds on the high seas, is not a belfige* 
rent right derived from the law of nation^ and it 
is obvious, that no visit or search, or use of 
force, for any purpose, on board the vessels of 
one independent power, on the high seas, can, in 
war or peace, be sanctioned by the laws or au- 
thority of another power. It is equally obvious 
that, for the purpose of preserving to each state 
its seafaring members, by excluding them from 
the vessels of the other, the mode heretofore pro- 
posed by the United States, and now enacted by 
them as an article of municipal policy, cannot 
for a moment be compared with the mode prac- 
tised by Great Britain, w^ithout a conviction of 
its title to preference; inasmuch as the latter 
leaves the discrimination between the mariners 
of the two nations, to ofiicers exposed by una- 
voidable bias, as well as by a defect of evidence, 
to a wrong decision; under circumstances pre^ 
eluding, for the most par^ the enforcement of 
controling penalties, and where a wrong deci* 
sion, besides the irreparable violation of the sa- 
cred rights of persons, might frustrate the plans 
and profits of entire voyages: whereas the mode 
assumed by the United States guards with stu- 
died fairness and efficacy against errors in such 
cases, and avoids the effect of casual errors on 
the safety of navigation, and the success of mer- 
cantile expeditions. 

If the reasonableness of expectations, drawn 
from these considerations could guarantee their 
fulfilment^ a just peace would not be distant. 
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But it becomes the wisdom of ttie national le- 
gislature to keep in mind the trae poficyi^ or 
rather tlie indispensable obligation^ of adapting 
its measures to the supposition, that the only 
course to that happy event, is in the vigorous 
employment of the resources of wan And 
painful as the reflection is, this duty is particular^, 
ly enforced by the spirit and manner in which 
the war continues to be waged by the enemy^ 
who, uninfluenced by the unvaried examples of 
humanity set them, are adcfing to the savage 
fury of it, on one frontier, a system of plunder 
and conflagration on the other, equally forbidden 
by respect for national character, and by the 
established rules of civilized warfare. 

As an encouragement to persevering and in- 
vigorated exertions to bring the contest to a hap- 
py result, I have the satisfaction of being able to 
appeal to the auspicious progress of our arms^ 
both by land, and on the water. 

In continuation of the brilliant achievements,

of our infant navy, a signal triumph has been 
gained by Captain Lawrence and his compa-- 
nions in the Hornet sloop of war, which destroys 
ed a British sloop of war, with a celerity so un*. 
exampled> and with a slaughter of the enemy so 
disproportionate to the loss in the Hornet, as to 
claim for the conquerors the highest praise, and 
the full recompense provided by Confess in pre- 
ceding cases. * Our public ships of war in gene* 
ral, as well as the private armed vessels, have 
continued also their activity and success against 
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the commerce of the enemyy and by their vigi- 
lance and address have greatly frustrated the 
pfforts of the hostile squadrons ^stributed idong 
pur coasts, to intercept them in returning into 
port, and resuming th6r cruises. 

The augmentation of our naval force ?s a#- 
ihorispd at the last ses^on of Congress^ is in ppo- 
gress. On the lakes our superiority is near at 
hand where it is not already established 

The events of the campaign, so far as they are 
known to us, furnish matter of congratula||oii» 
wid show that under a wise organization anfi 
.efficient direction, the army is destined to a glory 
pot less brilliant than that which already encir- 
cles the navy« The attack and capture of York 
is, in that quarter, a pre^e pf future and 
greater idctories; whil^ on the western frontier, 
the issue of the late aege of Fort Meigs^ leaves 
IIS nothing to reg/cct but a single act of incon* 
dderate valor* 

The provisions last made for filling the ranks, 
and enlai^g^ng the staff of the army, have had 
the best effects. It will be for the consideration 
of Congress wh^her other provisions depen^j- 
ing on their authority may not still further im* 
prove the military establishment and the means 
of defence. 

The sudden death of the distinguished citizen 
who represented the United States in France 
without any special arrangements by him for 
such a contingency, ha^ left us without the ex- 
peotcd sequel to Us last communications: opr 
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bas the French government taken any nicaiurea 
for bringing the depending negotiations to a con- 
clu^on» through Its representaiive in the United 
States. This Tailure adds to delaysv betore S0 
unreasonably spun out A successor to our der 
ceased minister has been appointed^ and is ready 
to proceed on his mission: the course which he 
will pursue in fulfilling i^is that prescrilicd by 4 
steady regai-d to the true interests of the United 
States, which equally avoids an abandonment 
of their just demands, and a connexion of theii* 
fortunes with the systems of other powers*. 

The receipts into the Treasury from the 1st 
pf October to the 31st day of March la^t, 11;* 
eluding the sums recdved on accoujit of 7 rca- 
sury notes, and of the loans authorised by the 
^cts of the last and the preceding sessions bf 
Congress, have amounted to fifteen miilious 
four hundred and twelve thousand dollars. The 
expenditures during the same period, amounted 
to fifteen millions nine hundred and twenty, 
thousand dollars, and left in the Treasury, on 
the 1st of April, the sum of one million eiglit 
hundred and fifty-seven thousand dollars 1 be 
loan of sixteen millions of dollars, authorised by 
the act of the 8th of February last^ has bfrea 
contracted for.. Of that sum more than a nri;i* 
lion of dollars had been paid into the Tre&SMvy. 
prior to the 1st of Api*il, and formed a part of 
the receipts as above stated. The remainder ui 
that loan, amounting to near fifteen mUlions pf 
dollars, with the sum of five millions of dollai^ 
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authorised to be issyed in Treasury notes^ and 
the estimated receipts from the customs and the 
sales of public lands, amounting to nine millions 
three hundred thousand dollars, and making in 
the whole twenty-nine millions three hundred 
thousand dollars to be received during the last 
nine months of the present year, will be neces- 
sary to meet the expenditures already authoris- 
ed, and the engagements contracted in relation 
to the public debt. These engagements amount 
during that period to ten millions five hun- 
dred thousand dollars, which, with near one 
millioA for the civil, miscellaneousj, and diplo* 
matic expenses, both foreign and domestic^ and 
seventeen millions eighthundi^ed thousand dollars 
for the military and naval expenditures, including 
the ships of war building and to be built, will 
leave a sum in the Trei^ury at the end of the 
present year equal to that on the first of April 
last A part of this sum may be considered as 
a resource for defraying any extraordinary ex- 
penses already authorised by law, beyond the 
^ums above estimated; and a further resource 
for any emci^ncy may be found in the sum of 
one million of dollars, the loan of which to the 
United States has been authorised by the state 
of Pennsylvania, but which has not yet been 
brought into effect 

Tliis view of our finances, whilst it shows that 
due provision has been made for the expenses of 
the current year, shows at the same time, by the 
limited amount of the actual revenue,, and the 
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dependence on loans, the necessity of providing 
more adequately for the future supplies of the 
Treasury. This can be best done by a well di- 
gested system of internal revenue, in aid of ex* 
isting sources; which will have the effect, both 
of abridging the amount of necessary loans, and 
on that account, as well as by placing the public 
credit on a more satisfactory basis, of improving 
the terms on which loans may be obtained. 
The loan of sixteen millions was not contracted 
for at a less interest than about seven and a half 
per cent, and although other causes may have 
had an agency, it cannot be doubted, that vnth 
the advantage of a more extended and less pre* 
carigus revenue, a lower rate of interest might 
have sufficed. A longer postponement of this 
advantage could not fail to have a still greater 
influence on future loans. 

In recommending to the national legislature 
this resort to additional taxes, I feel great satis- 
faction in the assurance,- that our constituents, 
who have already displayed so much zeal and 
firmness in the cause of their country, will cheer- 
fully give any other proof of their patriotism 
which it calls for. Happily no people, with 
local and transitory exceptions, never to be 
wholly avoided, are more able than the people 
of the United States, to spare for the public 
wants a portion of their private means, wbethec 
regard be had to the ordinary profits of industry 
or the ordinary price of subsistence in ourcoun* 
try, compared with those in any ether. And 
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in no case could stronger reasons be felt for 
yielding the requisite contributions. By render- 
ing the public resources certain, and commensU- 
rate to the public exigencies, the constituted au* 
tharities will be able to prosecute the warthe more 
rapidly to its proper issue; e%*ery hostile hope, 
founded on a calculated failure of ourresources, 
win be cut oflf; and by adding to, the evidencitf 
of bravery and skill, in combats on Che ocean 
and the land, an alacrity in supplying the trea* 
sure necessary to give them their fullest etSedt^ 
and demonstrating to the world the pubfrc 
energy which our political institutions combine 
with the personariiberty distinguishing them> 
the best security wilt be provided against future 
cnterprizes on the rights or the peace of the 
nation* 

The contest in which the' United States are 
engaged, appeals for its support to every motive 
that can animate an uncorrupted and enlight- 
ened people; to the love of country; to the pride 
(.f liberty; to an emulation of the glorious foun- 
ders of their independence, by a successful vindi- 
cation of its violated attributes; to the gratitude 
and sympathy which demand security from the 
most degrading wrongs of a class of citizen^,, 
who have proved themselves so worthy the pro- 
tection of their countr}^ of their heroic zeal in 
its defence; and fmally, to the sacred obligation 
of tran3mitting entire, to future generations, that 
precior.s patrimony of national rights and inde- 
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pendence which is held in trust by the present^ 
Crom the goodness of Divine IVovidence. 

Being aware of the inconveniences to which 
a protracted session at this season, would be lia- 
ble, I limit the present communication to ob* 
jects of primary importance.

THE INJUNCTION OF SECRECY IS REMOVEIKt 

TUESDAY, July 20th, 1813. 

The following written message was received 
from the President of the United States, by Mr. 
Graham: 

[CONFIDETIAL.] 

To the Senait and Ilouae of 

Representatives of the United Slates: 
There being sufiicient ground to infer that 
]^ is the purpose of the enemy to combine with 
the blockade of our ports, special licenses to neu- 
tral vessels, or to British vessels in neutral dis* 
guises; whereby they may draw from our coun- 
try the precise kind and quantity of exports esr 
sential to their wants, whilst its general com- 
merce remains obstructed, keeping in view also 
the insidious discrimination between the diflerent 
ports of the United States; and as such a system, 
if not counteracted will have the effect of dimi- 
nishing very materially the pressure of the war 
on the enemy, and encouraging a perseverance 
in it, at the same time, that it will leave the g^ 
neral commeixre of the United States under all 
the pressure the enemy can impose, thus sub- 
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jecting the whole to British regulation in sub- 
serviency to British monopoly, I recommend to 
the consideration of Congress, the expediency of 
an immediate and effectual prohibition of ex^ 
ports, limited to a convenient day in their next 
session, and removable in the mean time in the 
event of a cessation of the blockade of our ports.

I have received from the committee, appointed by the reaolution of the 
Senate of the 14th day of June, a copy of that resolution, which authoriiei 
the committee to confer with the President on tlie subject of the nomina* 
tion made by him of a Minister Plenipotentiary to Sweden. 
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Confciving it to be my duty to ikclinc tlic pro|io9ccl ronferencc with the 
rommittcc, and it being unrcrtaiii %vbcn it may lie convenient to explain to 
the committee, and through them, to the Senate, the groimds of my so doing, 
1 think it pro|M:r to address the txphnalion dinxliy to the Senate. With* 
out entering into a general review uf the relations in whieh the constitution 
has placed tlie several de|iartmcnts of the government to each other, it will 
aiiflice to remark, that tlie Kxcciitive .ind Senate in llu; cases of ap|iointmenta 
to olTice, and of tnratics, an: to l)e considennl an indep«!ndent of and co-or- 
dinate with each other. If they agn^e, the ap|iointment« or treaties arc mailc. 
If the Senate disiigrtT, they (:iil. Il' the Scn.ite wish information previous 
to their linal dcKrisiun, the priir.ticr, kfc-piiig in view the constitutional rela- 
tions of the Senate and tlw! Kxe'iitive, has been, either to re(|uest the Exe- 
cutive to furnish it, or to refer the subject to a committee of their Ixnly, to 
communicate, cither formally or informally, witii the head of the proper de- 
partment. The an|X»intment of a committee of the Senate to confer imme- 
diately with the Kxecutive biniMrlf, ap|)cars to lose sight of tlic co-ordinate 
relation between the Kxecutive and tlic Senate, which the constitution has 
cstablislie<l, and which ought therefore to lie maintained. 

TIm* n'lation between the Senate and House of Representatives, in whom 
I^cgislntive power is concurrently vested, is sufilriently analogous to illus* 
trate that between tlic Kxecutive and Senate in making appointments and 
treaties. The two Houses are in like manner inde|iendeiit of, and co-ordi- 
nate with each other, and the invariable practice of each in appointing com- 
mittef*s of conference and consulUition, is, to commission them to confer, not 
with the co-ordinate body itself, but with a committee of that body. And 
although lioth l>ranches of the 1 legislature may be too numerous to hold con- 
veniently a conference with couimittees, were they to be appointed by 
either to confer with the entire botl^ of the other, it may Ijc fairly pre* 
•timed, that if the whole nuniljer of either branch were not too large for the 
purpose, the objection to such a conference, being against tlie prirnciplc, aa 
dcmgating from the co-onlinate relations of the two Houses, would retain 
•II its force. 

I add only that I am entirely persiiacled of the purity of tlie intentions of 
the Senate, in ilic course they havcjiursued on this occasion, and with 
which my view of the subject makes it my tluty not to accord, and that 
they will be cheerfully furnished with all the suitable information in posses- 
sion of the Executive, in any mo<letlecmcd consistent with tlie principles of 
tjie constitution, and the settled practice under it
